Reference is made to my semorandisa to you dated December 8, 1948« 
^hich advised that the House Un-American Actlrlties Cozzaittee iMould make avall*-^ 
able the documents in their possession and that copies of theni would be made 
for the Department* 

On the afternoon of December 8, 1943, when Agents of this Bureau 
contacted Congressman Mundt, the Congressman advised that the only copy of the 
documents available was presently being examined by the State Department to 
determine what portion can be released with regard to possible prejudice to 
the publio welfare* Congressman Nixon at this point stated that only two 
copies of the film were made; that one copy is presently being utilized in 
connection with thei proceedings- in New York City and the other is in the 
possession of the House Un-American Activities Committee. Mr» Nixon pointed 
out that the Justice Department and the FBI certainly have access to the 
copy being utilised at Mew York, and further stated that he felt no additional 
copies should be made* Congressman Rankin made the remark that he did not 
see why the FBI did not obtain the copy desired from the Attorney General* 
Congressnran Mxmdt advised that there may have been some misunderstanding based 
upon his previous conversation with an official of this Bureau and suggested 
that he be recontacted later in the afternoon. 

For your information all of the documents that the committer made 
available to the Grand Jury in Mew York have already been received by this 
Bureau, flo^vever, it is believed that the committee did not make everything 
available to the Grand Jury* A discreet effort will be made to determine 
whether the committee has ajy films or documents which were not made available 
to the Grand Jury. If the committee states that they have furnished everything 
to tfie Grand Jury, then this Bureau will have possession of complete copies* 

I have been informed through a reliable source close to the committee 
that Congressman Nixon is attenqpting to embarrass this Bureau if possible ia 
connection with this matter, and that he also intends to do everything hr caa 
to have me called before the committee to testify* 

I will keep you advised of all pertinent developments in this ^ nt^*.

One of the stories the press has picked np is 
that "Tlhen the former Secretazr of State Byrnes heard ugOy naaors going arotmd 
regarding Hiss, he referred the nsatter to the FBI T*ho cleared Hiss." The press 
is also saying that John Foster Dulles, prior to the tiae he appointed Alger 
Hiss to- th» poadtioir of Itesident ot the Carnegie Ehdoroenfcfar International 
Peace, took the oatter up elth the FBI, nho cleared Hiss* 



For your infomatiott if such statenents have been made, thsy are 
tirely false since the FBI, as ywr hQOsr, never clears or charges anyone* For- 
thereBKjre, a thorough review of the contents of the FBI files reflects that the 
FBI could not have cleared Hiss* 

Ca September 2, 1939, ^ttaker Chambers had a meeting "with Adolph 
A* Berle, Jr., then Asslstaat Secretary of Statr, at ifhidi time^ Chambers re- 
vealed his activities in connection with an underground apparatus of the Ceo- 
mnnist Party la agencies of the United States Goverment from approximately 
1935 to 1937. 

The folloTiing infornation appears in Mr. Bale's notes taken at th» 
tiae of hi». intervleimltlt CtaiberK regarding Alger Hlsss. .

On November 15> 1945, I had a conference with Secretary of . 
State Byrnes at the request of the president in order to discuss the 
Gregoxy Case and the Canadian espionage case* During this conference^ 
I mentioned the names of a number of individuals who were named by 
Elisabeth Bentley as being engaged in Soviet espionage I did not 
mention Alger Hiss to the Secretaxy because he had not been definitely 
Identified* 

on December 4, 19A5f the Secretaxy of State was furnished 
with a summaiy entitled, "Soviet Espionage in the United States," 
dated Nbvember 27, 1945, which reflected the allegations of Elizabeth 
Bentley conceining Soviet espionage in agencies of the United States 
Ciovemment« This summaxy contained the information Bentley had given 
regarding Alger Biss^ A copy of this sumzoaxy was inade available to 
Ur« Sprullle Braden of the State Department on December 7, 1945 • 

on March 14^ 1946, Ifir* Reains,. special Assistant to the 
Secretary of State Qymes, advised an Agent of this Bureau that Alger 
Hiss was on the secretary of State's "pending" list, and that Hiss 
was to be given no further consLdexution for promotion or assignment 
of responsible duties In the State Department , and that a study should 
be made of his case to detemdne if be could be dismissed summarUy 
under Civil Service regulations • Mr* Reams stated that Secretaxy 
Bsrmes was of the definite opinion that Alger Hiss should be disposed 
of, bat was concerned over the best manner In whicti to accomplish 
thle« 
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TThil© I ms discussing other matters with you on ifiarch 19, 
1946, you advised m that Secretary of State Byrnes wanted to dismiss ' 
Alger Hiss, but had been told that he cannot do this without giving 
hin a hearing as he was a civil Service employee. At that tinM I 
advised you that I did not think a hearing would be wise as the material 
against ELss was confidential and if it were not used there would not • 
be enough evidence against him; that I thought the best thing the 
Secretaxy could do would be to move Hiss to an innocuous position 
where he would understand the situation and resign. I also suggested 
that the Secretaiy of State might desire to take Senators ConnaUy and 
Vandenberg into his confidence as they are friends of Hiss and that 
they would understand 'the situation, you indicated that you would 
call the secretaxy of St^te and tell hist this. 

During a conversation I had with you on liarch 20, 1946, the 
natter of Alger Hiss again came up, at which time you advised ms that 
Secretary of State Byrnes proposed, if the justice Department agreed, 
to call Alger Hiss in and inform him that con5>laints against hla had 
been received without disclosing the source to hin. I suggested to 
you that it seemed to me that as soon as Hiss is questioned, the 
questions will alert him as to the nature of the iafornatlon the Bureau 
had about him. I indicated to you the possibility that Secretaiy Bynies 
nl0it use the Departaient of JusUce as an alibi saying that he had called 
upoa the Department of Justice to investigate Hiss and that following 
these investigations the Department of justice had found nothing to 
warrant the dismissal of Hiss. I further pointed out that this would 
put the justice Department in an awkward position and would be subieoted 
to possible future ezitielsa* 

Oa -Uie same day, i returned a call of Secretary of state 
Byrnes and I told him that I understood the position he was in, referxlng 
to the Kiss matter, but because of the fact that any interview with Hiss 
at that time would alert him and ruin an important espionage investi^tion, 
I would suggest that he contact several key men in the House and Senate 
and explain his predicament to them, pointing out that he wanted their 
help in avoiding any criticism from " the HiU.«' Secretaxy of State BTmes 
stated he thought this might be e solution to the prohlea and said he 
would call some of these men. Subsequently I advised you of ny conversation 
in.tn secretaxy Byrnes and you expressed agreement with this proposal. 

On March 21, 1946, Secretaxy Byrnes again contacted me 
coneexning the Hiss matter and the secretary stated that he had called

Ref eienc* is made to the microf Oa in this matter which haa been 
in the possession of the House Un-Jimerican AcUvities committee. Congressman 
Richard Hijcon, of the House Un-Ameilcan Activittes Committee, advised the 

cWttia Ifair Yoric City on December 13, 19A3 that he ^uld turn this 
microfila over to the FBI this momiiig. I desire to advise t bat at 9^40 AM 
today Assistant Director D. U. recei-Ted a telephone call f rrai Mr. 
StrL^, General Counsel of the Committee, at which time h» referred to 
tto Srelient for the delivery of this film. }ir. Stripling stated that th. 
CoLittee had a meettng at 10:3P All this morning and that Congressman Nixon 
desired to tell the Committee of the commitaent prior to delivering the film 
and that, therefore, it would be arouai eleven o»clock before the film was 
delivered to this Bureau* 

At 11:38 AM Ur. Bdd'received a telephone call from iflr. louis 
Rossell, an Iiwestigator for the Committee, and he adidsed that two rolls of 
^crofilm wew being sent to this Bureau at that time by iflr. Tftieeler who 
SSd deliver them to ur. Iadd»8 office. Mr. Ladd inquired as to whether thea. 
films had been developed, nr. Russell stated that they had been deposed but 
that the committee could not do ar^rthing with then. He vms asked if this 
Tas all of the micwfiln and Vr. Russell advised that it was notj that thers 
was a total of five rolls but that the Conmittee wanted to use the other thre« 
rolls to question other witnesses. He was asked when this would be sent to 
the Bureatt and !ir. Russell stated it might come up later today or tomorrow. 

At n-55 AM Mr. Wheeler, who is also an Investigator for the Committee, 
called at the office of Assistant Director D. U. Ladd and in the presence of 
Sso^ctor H. B. Fletcher exhibited three containers in which thwe was mxcrofilm. 
ttTSvised that one of the containers had been slightly opened when recovered and 
as a result had become lightr-fogged and the negatives therein were a complete 
blank. The other two contained photographs of ?iavy documents. They were- 
already developed, however, according to Hr. TTheeler, and they were not too 
clSr due to the ige of thi film prior to the tiioe the Committee recovered and 
developed it» ■ ■ " ' ■'»• 



MP. T/heeler stated that this material had been developed by a }£r. 
Schmidt of the Veterans Administration. Itr. Ladd inquired whether there wwrs 
any other microfilms or documents and Vr. V/heeler advised that there were two 
other rolls which the Committee had retained. He was asked ivhen this .would be 
made available to this Bureau. He stated he did not kip^j3uL-2E221S^ 
when the first three were returned to the Ccaamlttee. 
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At As 20 FU Mr* TTheeler returned to Hr* Ladd^s office and 
advised that he iras returtdng the film and that the Laborator7 had finished 
^th it* Mr* Ladd again inquired as to when this Bureau would be able to 
have the other two rolls and Jir. Wheeler stated he could bring them back 
this afternoon or tomorrow morning (December 15th) • Ur. Ladd suggested, if 
possible, that he bring them this evening in order that they might be processed. 
TJheeler stated that four of the rolls were Eastman films and the records of 
the Eastcian Kodak Compary reflected that they were manufactured in 1936; 
that one of the rolls, which would be one of the two rolls he has not as yet 
brought over, was manufactured by I>ipont and, according to TSheeler, could have 
been made in ejLther 1936 or 19^4# ApparMtly the Dupont Company stated that 
this could notjbe determined without examining the film itself • 

With reference to the material in the first three rolls, Mr# \7heeler 
advised that the Committee had so far identified ten or trolve Kavy documents 
in t^iis first group and that he thought if this Bureau checked with the Office 
of fiaval Intelligence, they would know which documents had been identified and 
could f uznish us this information* 



At 5:12 PM Mr. Vftieeler returned and brought with him one roll of 
film. He stated ha would have to get the other roll and bring that up later 
in the evenings Inspector Fletcher took hiin to the Laboratory where the film is 
being examined^ 

Ur» TJhealer returned to Hrt Ladd's office at 6:12 PM and Inspector 
Fletcher escorted him to the laboratory so that the roll he brought in at that 
tiine could be processed* This last roll was identified as the Dupont film, 
concerning which there is a question as to whether It was manufactured in 1936 
or 1944. 



The FBI Laboratory is making a check of this film for identif^Tlng 
i&artcs for the puxpose of determining the age of the particular film.

You Ydll recall that you desired to be advised of the names ofi^aay 
present State Department employees wUch might cone up during the course of 
the investigation in this matter* The following is submitted for your 
information* 

^thittaker Chambers stated in a pretrial deposition at Baltimore, 
iaryland on November 5, 194B, that one of the activities of Alger Hiss iwas to 
attempt to draw new people of culture into the chambers apparatus. Chambers 
said that as a result Hiss approached H eel Field, L awrence Dug gan, . one Yost , 
first name believed to be Joiwi, and one Truebloo d, *aij. estate iDepartment 
employees* He said that Hiss» efforts doncenSftg Field ceased when it vae 
ascertained that Field uras a member of another apparatus.. His efforts 
concerning Duggan were likewise discontinued v/hen Duggan was found to be a 
close friend of Kbel Field* Chambers stated that no results were realized b7 
Hiss in his efforts concerning Yost and Trueblood. However, Hiss entertained 
them and was entertained at their homes. Hiss allegedly discussed various 
questions, such as the Spanish Civil tfar, with Yost and Trueblood, and found 
them to be unsympathetic to the Communist cause, thereafter ceasing his efforts 
toward them. These efforts on the part of Hiss apparently were made during the 
last part of 1936 or the early part of 1937. 

Noel Field is presently out of the country and is unavailable for 
interview* lATrrence Duggan was interviewed on December 10, 19^ and could not 
recall the recruitment effort by Hiss. 

gHr ypyHi j fimifth] ppH, 4 ^ presently employed as Oounsellor, U. S. Embassy, 
at Santiago, Chile. He 7/as located in ?;ashington, 0. C. with the State 
Deoartment from 1934^ to 1937. The files of this Bureau reflect that I'lss 
Elizabeth Bentley allied that liaurice Halperin furnished her copies of OSS 
r- ports pertaining to South American affairs. Investigation in the Gregory 
case has disclosed that shortly after Halperin entered on duty with the Office 
of Strategic Services in the early 1940's, he was sent on a trip to llexico - 
and apparently while there became acquainted with Trueblood, who at that time 
was connected with the American Embassy in ?:exico City. Trueblood had been 
in contact with Halperin in ^.•''ashing ton, D. C. and offered his services if at 
aiy time he could be of assistance to Halperin • It has been reliably reported 
that on September 10, 1946 Prlscilla Hiss, wife of Alger Hiss, ras in contact 
with the wife of Donald Hiss concerning a nursery in the Georgetown Sectloa 
of Vjashington, D. C* Priscilla Hiss advised that an Eddy Trueblood, r^ho lived 
in Bethesda, had a child of the age to be placed in a nursery school and had 
previously asked Alger Hiss about the school. 




Charles W. lost is presently employed as Counsellor, S. I^gaUon, 
Vienna, Austria. He was located with the State Deoartment at Washington, D. C» 
frcm 1935 to 194-5. During the summer of 19^0 it was reliably reported that 
lost had been in contact with the Geman E>.bassy in V.'ashington, 0. r,, 
apoarently on oificial business, except for one occasion, namely, August U, 
1940, when he thanked Ulrich Von Gienanth, Second Secretaiy, for assistance in. 
getUng two relatives out of Rsland. The State Department files reflect that 
Yost has a Polish wife, which possibly may explain hia contact with the German 
S&bassy* 

State Eepartoent files contain no evidence of suspicion directed 
toward either Trueblood or Yost, except a minor criticism of Traeblood by his 
superiors when he was assigned to a South American diplomaUc post to the effect 
that he had "somewhat extreme political viewa." Trueblood was criticized in 
1939 at Santiago for tending to consort exclusively with radicals. other 
Trueblood wae employed by the State Department during the pertinent period. 

Chambers stated in a pretrial deposition on November 17, 1943, that 
he attended a meeting of a Communist Party cell headed by Heniy Collins at the 
home of Richard Post in Alexandria, Virginia. Shortly thereafter h«- separated 
Post from the eoperatus headed by Collins and took Post into his own apparatus. 
Thereafter Post" obtained a position in the State. Department. and became a 
Foreign Service Officer. Chambers stated he maintained intermittent conUct 
with Post, but Post never furnished any information while he was a member of 
this underground apparatus. Chambers said that shortly after Post Joined this 
group, he. Chambers, disassociated himself wJ.th it and has no knowledge of 
post's subsequent activities. 

The post mentioned by chambers is believed to be identical with 
Richard Howell Post, Foreign Service Officer, Department of State. Post is 
being interviewed in connection with the above allegations.

You ^IX recall that Fnittaker Chaaibera has informed that one "Felix" 
Tiaa a photographer for his underground Commxiniat Party apparatus who photographed 
documents in his apartment in Baltimore, ITaryland* 

On December 19, 1948, THitttaker Chaabers accompanied agents of the- 
Baltimore Office to the Ticinity of Konig Street, Baltimore, Maryland where he 
had previously stated that "Felix" lived in 1937 or 1938. After touring the 
neighborhood. Chambers named as first choice the 2100 block of Callow Avenue, 
second, the 2100 block of Brookfield, and third, the 2100 block of Unden 
Avenue, Baltimore, as the likely residence of "Felix". Investigation developed 
that from April, 1937 through Anril, 1938. Felix August Inslerman lived at 2113 
Callow Avenue. Selective Service records for this individual reflected that his 
employment included airplane designer, draftsman, electrician, professional 
engineer, inspector, and photographer. The records further reflected- that 
Inslerman was employed in the Glenn L. i:artin Aircraft Company, Baltimore, as 
group engineer in 1942 and thereafter was employed at Republic Aviation Company, 
at Farmingdale, Long Island, «ew York, as an engineer. 

A photograph of Inslerman v;as obtained and was exhibited to "Mttaker 
Chambers on December 21, 1948 and Chambers positively Identified Inslerman as 
tha photographer known to hia as "Felix". 

Inslerman is presently employed at the General Ilectrio Company, 
Schenectady, New York, o n a project knovm as the "flernes Project", which is 
under U. 8 ._Arny control. He'is working on the hydraulio tail assembly of 
missiles and rockets,' This work is regarded as extremely confidential and 
important* 

Inslerman was interviewed by agents of this Bureau on DecGmber 23, 
1948, and furnished a signed statement denying any affiliations with or know- 
ledge of the allegations made concerning him by Chambers, He consented to a 
waiver of search to search his residence at HFD ^Z, Cambridge, ^:ew York. Tlus 
search resulted in the agents finding a box of aiscellaneous material inoludiag 
plans and technical data, some marked confidential, the property of the Republic 
Aircraft Company and/or the U, S. Arniy Mr Force, and 36 rolls of 35 nan film, 
some of which were developed and some undeveloped. These films will be processed

He stated that he 
presently has in his possession several pamphlets v.'hich he identified as Ballistics 
Research Laboratory Reports published by the Aberdeen Proving Grounds, which are 
classified in nature. ^He claims that he hs.p gv+hn^f. ^r by virtue of his position 
as a Consultant for the Aberdeen Proving Grounds to retain possession of classified 
inf ozonation.

Professor Edv/ard J. licShane of the University of Virginia on 
December 17, 19aS, advised that he has never received any restricted or classified 
doca'Tients from Reno but has received numerous restricted documents direct from 
the Commanding Officer at the laboratory of the Aberdeen Proving Grounds. He 
s^a^fd that he is entitled to such docuinents as a rnnci^-it.f^rif. for the Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds. He advised that the book on which he is collaborating with 
Reno is on mathematical computations and theory as related to ballistics, and that 
the book has been submitted to the Aberdeen Proving Grounds for censoring. 

Copies of the investigative reports of Special Agent David E. Todd, 
San Francisco, California, dated December 2U, 19li8*, and Special Agent Leonard K.

Reference is made to ny jneraorandura to you dated January 4, 1949, 
in connection Tdth the investigation of Franklin Victor Reno. This memorandvuft 
contained the results of the interviews -with John Leroy Kell^, an Associate 
Professor of Mathematics at the University of California, and Professor 
Edward J. McShane of the University of Virginia. Both of these individuals 
had in toeir possession classified documents which they had obtained from the 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds. Both individuals claimed that they were enUtled to 
have possession of such documents by virtue of their positions as Consultants 
for the Aberdeen Proving Grounds. Xou made the notation on referenced neno-^andura 
to "Check and see if they are so entitled."- 

On Januaiy 6, 1949, LIr. H. R. Alpaugh, Security Officer, Ballistics- 
Research laboratories at Aberdeen Proving Grounds, advised that John Kelley ^ 
Bci-»7ard licShane are both Consultants at the Ballistic Research Laboratories. A 
list of restricted and classified material in the possession of Kelley was 
checced with Alpaugh who advised that Kelley,. as a Consultant of the Ballistic 
Research Laboratories, was authorized to have all of the material in his 
possession. 

Alpaugh advised that all other Consultants such as Edward McShane 
were authorized to possess material of restricted, confidential and secret 
classifications regardless of whether it pertains to the subject on which 
they ivere doing research work. He stated that they automatically receive 
reports of which thqy are the author and in addition, classified material is 
nailed to Consultants when it concerns their field of experimentation or a 
• related field. Alpaugh stated that Consultants occasionally, when at the 
Baiixstic Research Laboratories on consultations, obtain classified material 
which tney take with them to their homes or laboratories. Classified material 
wnen xn the custody of the Consultant, should be placed in a locked drawer or ' 
brief case and Alpaugh advised that Consultants have signed a pledge to safe- 
guard the material in this manner, to saie- 

_ - Alpaugh further advised that restricted material is mailed to some 
Consuloants abroad, arrangements being made through the State Department for 
them to receive this material through the Embassy. He expressed t> opinion

\7nittaker Chanibers has advised that onof of the photbgraphe 
underground apparatiis vras biovm to him as "Keith", v,tiich naihe was a Party 
pse^adonyn. He stated that "Keith" was connected vdth Colonel Bykov in IJen 
York City and caiT.e to \4>shin;3ton in 1937 for a short time to do soine photosraphic 
work for Chaubers in an ap.?rtinent located in the IJorthv^est Section of the city. 
He recalled that "Keith** cane East froni California* Chatribsrs stated that he Tras 
introduced to "Keith" by Colonel Bykov* Chambers also advised that in 1935 his 
then superior, "Bill", sent him to San 7rancitico vdth a noney belt for the use 
of unknov-Ti individuals on the V.'est Coast* Ke said he registered at the Golden 
Gate YL:CA under the na-r.e Lloyd Cant.rell, and by prearrangenient vras' contacted by 
"Keith", nhoia he then r.et under the name "Pete". Subsequently, ^'Keith« intro- 
duced hinL-to an elderly .::an named Volkoff, wio has since been identified as 
Isaac Folkoff , v.tjll-knov.'n CotLnunist on the 7<est Coast. Ho stated that Volkoff

the •'.cork, he lived vdth I'.argaret Gutelius, v;ho vras then attendinc Columbia 
University Lledical School.

Crane stated that Chanbers furnished hiin vdth money v.ith r.hich to 
purchase another Leica carera in i:ev/ York City. Crane had this caT.era until 
recently vhen it was obtained fron him for exanlnaticn by the FBI Laboratory. 
Crane recalls that he did sone photographing of docunents during one week in 
trie sunsner of 1937 in an anartrrient in T.ashington, D. C, occupied by a girl !cno^.m 
to Cha:*bers, and that this' girl v."ould be array from the apartr.ent v/hile the photo- 
graphing vras being done. 

Crane recalled that Cha:;bers had mentioned some persons in the younger 
set at the State Department, including the nair.es of Alger Hiss, T^aurence Duggan, 
Dean Acheson, Adolph Berle, and also the late Harry Dexter Y.hite. He stated 
that these conversations may. have been v/ith Colonel Bykov, and it nas his 
irpression that xriaterial v^as to be expected from sosie of these people or that 
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some of then vrere considered as possible sources of material. Crc-ne said th^t 
he ras subsequently s\UTrised to read some of the c-nti-Soviet stauer.er.ts r.ade 
by Adolph Berle.

During the course ci' the inter^/icvs rrlth Crane, a search ^of his

Crane had a LeiLca ccr.era m :iis ossessicn 
v;>^ich he uses in connection "..ith his livelihood as a photographer. In.s cnnera 
has been exarlned by the FBI Labor^torj^ and no identiiication 'nas bec-n r.ade 
v.lth the ''pumpkin" film in this case.

The FBI Laboratory report reflected that the typewriting, which 
appeared on specimens Q-6 through Q-69, compared most closely to standards 
for Woodstock pica type spaced ten letters to the inch. The FBI Laboratory's 
files reflect that this style of type was made by the Woodstock Company in 1929. 

During the course of a reinterview with Claudie Catlett, a former 
maid of Alger and Priscilla Hiss who worked intermittently from 1935 to 1939," 
she stated she recalls that Alger Hiss gave her family a typewriter which 
Hiss* attorneys now have in their possession and which may be the typewriter 
upon which the Chambers* documents were typed. Claudie Catlett stated she 
was unable to recall the information concerning this typewriter \mtil she was 
interviewed by Hiss' attorneys recently, at which time an old typewriter was 
exhibited to her and she agreed that it looked like the type writer which was

Lockey has in his possession 
a receipt dated April 16, 1949, which acknowledges a fifteen dollar payment for 
a Woodstock typewriter, Serial No. 5N230099. It is noted that this serial ntamber 
falls within the serial ntimbers of Woodstock typewriters manufactured in 1929. 
Current efforts are being made to trace the mantifacture and sale of the type- 
writer bearing the afore-mentioned serial number.
